operation with the universities, of which,I pointe@ out,MeGill, Toronto 
and Queen's had the ample iaborateries and equipment to at least initiete 
the work with reasonable government assistance « At the same time,I come« 
muniecated with Sir Robert Palconer and Sir Willian Peterson ,asking the: 
active interest and co-oper tion of their universities in the prosecution 
of this new field of work. Both President Falconer and Principal Petersen 
were very cordial and sympa thetic, whilst Sir.G.&.Poster took a very
